THE GOVERNMENT OF PIOCESES. 
An explapation of the laws enacted for the 
government of the church inthis country is 
necessary toa proper understanding of the 
questions involved. The Catholic Church in 


America, up to a recent period, has been 
classed as a missionary church. As such it 
was exempt from the well defined lia 
which governthe church in older countries. 
In Europe canon laws clearly define the 
powers and duties of the clergy and 
provide a comprebensive judicial system for 
the determination of all questions Involving 
church governmedt. In the United States 
the rules of government are those laid down 
in the Baltimore decrees, but their enforce- 
ment depends on the will of tue bishop. 
These rules, or laws, were the outcome of the 
earnest efforts of Pope Leo to bring about a 
betger system of church government in this 
coubtry and remedy the abuses complained 
of dy priests. In the arch- 
bishops were summoned to Rome for 
consultation. At that meeting and prior 
rthereto the Pope expressed a desire to send a 
papal delegate to the United States, witha 
view to ending the missionary system and 
establishing canon law.

The White Star Liner Majestic and 
the Croft from Dundee reporta fearfal sea 
on. They were obliged to lay to outside the 
lightship all night, not daringtorunup the

day. oWing to the heavy sea and th en 


weather. 
Capt. Robinson of the stéamer Croft-states 


that he wason the bridge continuously for 
twenty-four hours. Fortunately his ship re- 
ceived no damage. 

The Ward liner Vigilancia, from Havana, 
encountered extreme weather. The hurri- 
cane strack herearly yesterday morning off 
Barnegat and blew with terrific fury. 
Enormous seas broke over her decks, wasn- 
ing her Gecks fore and aft. Her starboard 
forecastie rail was washed away. 

The steamer Trinidad experienced heavy 
weather also, and was obliged to heave to 
outside early last evening. She brings 118 
passengers, who were badly usedup by the 
heavy blow, nearly all ot them deing sea- 
sick. 

Although the storm wasa very heavy one 
along the Staten Island shore, no casualties 
have been reported from there thus far.

tracts which are extremely tavorable 
to — concessionaries. I deem this fear 
—— diess, however. Ido not doubt that 
icaragua is so anxious to get and retain 
peaceful possession of her own territory that 
she will confirm all existing concessions or 
grant pew and equitable ones in their 
stead. It is also possible that Nica- 
ragua has not been altogether gentle 


or diplomatie in her seizure of Mosquito, but 


we should be very considerate of these so 
long outraged as she has been. don’t de 
lieve there is any danger that Great Britain 
will get Dorn Islands. Nicaragua would no 
doubt let the United States have them, and 
they are extremely important, for they com- 
mand Greytown and the canal.’’ 


Against Mexican Dollars. 


WASHINGTON, April 12.—Our consular 
agent at Llollo, Phillipine Islands, reports 
that the Spanish authorities there are taking 
steps to prevent the surreptitious introduc- 


tion of Mexican dollars intotheislands, If 
these dollars are of date previous to 1878 
they circulate locally as Spanish coin. 

So the Government bas made a decree that 
on arrival at the islands captains of vessels 
must declare what amount of forefgn silver 
coin or Spanish coin bearing Chinese marks 
they have aboard. Falling of such declara- 
tion the coin if found will be confiscated, re- 
coined and its value paid to the informers 
and customs omcials. 


CIGAR TRADE PANIC. 


English Merchants Expect a Duty of 7 
Shillings Per Pound. 


Loypon, April 12.—The wholesale cigar 
trade is in a panicky condition in view of the 
budget which will be presented by Sir 
William Harcourt, the Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer, on Monday next. 

Uptothe present the duty oncigars has 
been zs per pound, on cigars 4s per pound 
and on tobacco 3s 2d per pound. 

The tobacco merchants here believe that 
Sir Willlam Harcourt proposes to 
raise the duty on cigars to 7 
shillings per pound, and if this should 
turn out to be the case, it is understood that 
the entire tobacco trade of Great Britain will 
be, revolutionized, and that continental 
Indian, Manilla and Mexican cigars will en- 
tirely disappear from the market, as they 
could not, with the increase in duty. compete 
with home-made cigars. Havana cigars 
would also become much dearer.
